Pages 237, note 1, 240, note 1 : Col. John Lear must have had at least 
four wives, instead of three. Martha Lear, who married Col. William 
Cole, and, secondly, Lewis Burwell must have been by a wife whom he 
married previous to Anne, widow of Col. George. Martha, the daughter 
of Col. Cole, was in her eighth year when she died, April 19, 1698. 

Therefore, Col. Lear married, I. before 1678; II. Anne, widow of 

Col. John George, between 1678-1680; III. Rebecca, widow of Col. Leon- 
ard Yeo and of Col. Charles Moryson, which last died at Plymouth, Eng- 
land, in 1688. (See suit in Elizabeth City county, and patent for land 
to John Lear and Rebecca, his wife, dated 1691.) IV. Anne Willis, of 
Ipswich, Mass., widow of Seth Sothel, Gov. of North Carolina. She died 
before 1695, and Col. Lear on June 27, 1696. It is clear that "Sister 
Pitt" mentioned in Lear's will was not the wife of Robert Pitt, who 
was much older than Lear. Col. Robert Pitt seems to have married the 
daughter of George Stevens. His son, Lt. Col. John Pitt, had married 
in 1677-1680 Olive Council, widow of Giles Driver (see pages 232, 239), 
and from his will he appears to have married also the widow of John 
Bromfield, clerk of the court (see page 253).
